U.S. Election Day 


On election day, 1956, the world 

seemed closer to another global conflict 
than at any time since 1940. Ironically, it 
follows a political campaign in which 
the theme of peace was a major issue— 
. a false issue which exploded in flames 
+ in Hungary and the Middle East. 
The British and French, having ac- 
* complished their immediate objective, 
| late in the day called for a cease-fire. 
They have agreed to setting up a United 
Nations’ police force to secure the canal 
in the interest of all countries and to 
stop Arab aggression against Israel and 
vice versa. 

The United Nations offers the only 

alternative to expanding the war. Unless 
! the cease-fire is effected, the danger 
> remains. 
; Even though Russia’s warlike moves 
may be rationalized as a method of tak- 
ing world attention away from the brutal 
and criminal massacre in Hungary, they 
must be taken seriously. The Reds have 
infiltrated the Middle East in an alarming 
manner and definitely have interests 
they seek to protect. 

The United States must push for a 
settlement with all possible speed within 
the United Nations. The proposal by 
Russia that this country join in inter- 
vening is unacceptable for a number 
of reasons. It goes beyond the United 
Nations and would put the Russians in 
force right in the middle of a vital area. 
The police force, on the other hand, 
- would be composed of troops of small 
nations. 

The Reds have called for “volunteers” 
' to assist Egypt. If the Kremlin goes 
. through with such a sham, the result will 
be grave. 

The United States is moving naval 
' and air forces into the area. If the Rus- 

sians intervene as they have threatened 
' to do, they will go into action. 

The danger of war is great. There is 
no use denying that blunt fact. If U.N. 
efforts fail, the next step will be toward 
a greater conflict. Meanwhile, the Reds 
arrogantly have told.the United Nations 
that the Hungarian murder is an “in- 
ternal affair.” The Middle East action, 
directed at military objectives, in no way 
can be compared with this wanton bru- 
tality. 

As the ballots were counted Tuesday 
night, this nation faced one of the big- 
gest crises in its history. Events were 
moving swiftly toward a showdown. But 
the contrast between the U.S. free elec- 
/ tion and the dastardly suppression of 
- freedom in Hungary cannot have been 
' lost om an anxious world. 

Whoever wins the election faces as 
grave responsibilities as any administra- 
tion has had in this century.

Two amendments affecting the 
city’s right to issue water reve- 
nue certificates and bonds, Nos. 
30 and 31, also won strong ap- 
proval—but not by as strong a 
margin as other amendments. 

No. 30, which would allow the 
city to issue revenue certificates 
for up to 30 per cent of its water 
sales revenue, polled 10,800 for 
and 3,810 against in DeKalb and 
16,668 to 6,998 in Fulton. The pres- 
ent limit is 20 per cent of the 
water revenue. 


BOND ISSUE NEXT SPRING 


No. 31, which would increase the 
limit of the city’s bond indebted- 
ness from 7 to 12 per. cent of the 
tax digest, was ahead 18,899 to 
8,490 in Fulton and 11,270 to 4,198 
in DeKalb in unofficial returns.

The Fulton County Medical So- 
ciety Tuesday night asked the 
board of trustees of Emory Uni- 
versity School of Medicine to 
“restudy its basic policies’’ in 
view of past “‘difficulties’’ in the 


administration of the school and 
the Grady Hospital medical care 


About 250 doctors jammed the 


Medicine for the special called 
session of the society. 


RE-EXAMINE POLICIES 

A resolution asking the Emory 
Medical School board to re-ex- 
amine its policies and call “into 


seem necessary’’ was passed 
unanimously by the society. 

The meeting apparently re- 
sulted from the report that Dr. 
Eugene Ferris, professor of medi- 
cine and chairman of the depart- 
ment of Medicine at Emory Medi- 
cal School, would be relieved of 
his chairmanship. Many doctors 
felt that Dr. Ferris was being re- 
lieved of his duties ‘‘without good 
reason.”’ . 

Dr. Hugh Wood, former dean 
of Emory Medical School, noted 
in a written statement that in the 
past 14 years “three deans and 
three professors of medicine have 
come and gone’ at the school. 


ADDED TO RESOLUTION 

Dr. Wood's statement and rec- 
ommendations were incorporated 
in the society's resolution with 
the provision that they be sent 
to the Emory Medical School 
board of trustees and the Fulton- 
DeKalb Hospital Authority. 

Dr. Wood’s statement pointed 
out that Emory Medical School 
and Grady Hospital have ‘‘con- 


ice to patients, medical educa- 
tion and research”’ since 1915. 

“The problems and difficulties 
in this joint enterprise have been 
disproportionate,’’ Dr. Wood said. 

He recommended three steps 
“to end the confusion which is 
destructive to the purposes of 
both institutions.’’ They are: 

1. That goals and objectives 
should be defined. 

2. The policy by which these 
ends are to be attained should 
be clearly and publicly stated.

Tension Over Reds’ Egypt Threat 


Made Washington a Sleepless City

Coaches often drop from the spotlight quicker than a TV 
comedian. Only five members of the AP hit parade a year ago 
this week retain their lofty residence in the top ten. 

Bud Wilkinson of Oklahoma, Duffy Daugherty of Mich. State, 
Woody Hayes of Ohio State, Benny Oosterbaan of Michigan, and 
Bear Bryant of Texas A&M enjoy this distinction. Bobby Dodd, 
who has Georgia Tech challenging for the lead, was running llth 
at this stage in 1955. 


——Terps Might Have Survived Loss of Tatum 


If you don't think fame and victory vanish quickly in the foot- 
ball world, take a look at the high and mighty who have fallen. 
Notre Dame, Maryland, TCU, UCLA and West Virginia, members 
of the top 10 a year ago, have moved across the tracks. 

Notre Dame is a complete stranger to its new mode of life, 
for the Irish have long been the Rockefellers of football. Twelve 
months ago, Terry Brennag was a stout candidate for coach of 
the year honors. Now the Irish can’t win one for Terry, not 
even for Rockne and the Gipper. Notre Dame has dropped four 
in a row and five out of six this season, Brennan is the same 
coach he was a year ago, but the material, as Terry pointed out 
to deaf Irish ears before the season, isn’t there. 

Maryland, which wasn't convinced that it didn’t have the 
nation’s top team last year until the first day of this year, has 
dipped to a lower level than the Irish.

. The defendant declared he had 
“always done my best’’ by his 
children and wife in supporting 
them. He told the jury, however, 
he had not worked steadily after 
his discharge from the Army last 
year after 13 years’ service. 


In his two-hour § statement, 
Cochran said his wife had been 
unfaithful to him on numerous 
occasions while he was away 
from home on duty. 

Reiterating his claim that he 
did not shoot his wife intention- 
ally, Cochran told the jury that 
he could have gotten away from 
the scene rather than wait for 
police, but did not. 

A number of state witnesses 
told of seeing Cochran standing 
beside the car and seeing him 
shoot into the car after the argu- 
ment with his wife about his not 
supportnig the children. 

The defense rested its case fol- 
lowing Cochran’s statement. ‘The 
case probably will go to the jury 
for a decision Wednesday follow- 
ing closing arguments and a 
charge from Judge George P.

Shape of the Face Determines 


By MARY GRAY ANDERSON 

Most women realize there is a 
right and a wrong way to apply 
make-up and style the hair to 
give the face a prettier shape; 
but their problem comes in 
knowing how to achieve the ef- 
fect they want. 

The oval face is the ideal 
shape, according to beauty au- 
thorities; so all other shapes try 
to achieve an oval look. But 
even the oval shape can be 
made up wrong, therefore de- 
stroying some of its beauty. 

The way one applies the foun- 
dation, rouge, lipstick and eye 
make-up, as well as the way she 
grooms her hair, can have an 
effect on the over-all picture. 


CORRECT WAY 


The charts have been made by 
a cosmetic firm to help women 
learn the correct way to make 
up their faces. 

Of course, the first thing a 
woman has to do is determine 
whether her face is oblong, 
square, round, or just what is 
the shape of her face. 

If your mirror reveals an ob- 
long shape, you'll want to avoid 
piling your hair on the top of 
your head. This only adds to 
the length that you are trying 
to diminish. 

Other points need to be 
watched on the oblong face, too. 
Don’t apply rouge in too wide 
and long an area. Just lightly 
tint a wedge shape at the cheek- 
bone. 

EYEBROWS 

The eyebrows should not ex- 
tend beyond the inner edge of 
the eye. Most women with the 
oblong-shaped face have a thick- 
er lower lip than upper lip. The 
appearance is better when the 
two are evened up. 

The round face needs to be 
narrowed down, of course. 
Here it is usually better to pull 
the hair up and away from the 
face. And, here you want to 
lightly tint the cheek with rouge 
or foundation from the eye 
level to the chin, following the 
cheekbone. This will help the 
narrowing effect. A _ slightly 
darker shading gives the illu- 
sion of a shadow. 


The triangular face is treat- 
ed in quite the same way as is 
the square, except that the 
shadow line should be brought 


more towand the center of the 
chin. 


Although the oval is consid- 
ered the most perfect shape, 
there are treatments that are 
most flattering to it. It is bet- 
ter to wear the hair softly 
waved, rather than pulled up 
on the head. 


Don’t apply rouge or founda- 
tion in a circle on the cheek. 
Rather, detract from the full- 
ness by blending it into the

eye. Keep the browline even 
with the inner corner of the 
eye.

The person calling was a teacher at one of our Atlanta schools.

“It involves a Negro woman,” she told me earnestly. “But I 


don’t want anybody to think it is a race story. I don’t mean to

She thought it was a fine example of the gallantry and un- 
selfishness of a human being and worth telling. I agree with her. 


The other day, as she related to me, the dietitian at her school 
was in the midst of preparations for lunch for two or three hun- 
dred children and was suddenly and inexplicably stricken by ill- 
ness. She had to walk out of the school kitchen and go home, 
leaving lunch unprepared and all the little school children pre- 
sumably facing hunger and disappointment at lunch time. But 
she was so sick she just turned everything over to her first 
assistant—a Negro womarn—and walked out. 


“Lunch was fine,”” the teacher told me, “and everything 
went off on schedule because this woman (we’ll call her Martha);, 
was on the job. She has been with us 23 years and she is extremes; 
ly competent.”’ 

Martha went home that night, not knowing that the dietitian’ 
would recover and be able to return to school the next day. How- 
ever, the dietitian: was there and when she saw her assistant, 
hard at work but with an expression of deep sadness on her face, 
she inquired into it. 


“I wouldn’t have come if I’d known you'd be able to get here 
and see after the children’s lunch,”’ said Martha. 


And then she started crying and the story came out. 


The night before when she went home she found her husband, 
a minister, kneeling in his room by his bed, apparently in prayer. 
She went to his side and found that he was dead. 

He had suffered a heart attack while on his knees. 


Nobody knows the shock and the grief she suffered. They had 
been married a long time, had reared a family and had managed 
between them to put a daughter through college so now she is @ 
teacher in a Negro school. 

Now he was gone—taken while he prayed. It must have been, 
a bad time for her, at he GS We SS SO a ee 
family and made the funeral arrangements and tidied up the 
house for the callers that would come.

Every man who lives to be 100 


has his own explanation for at- 


taining great longevity, Luigi Cor- 
naro (1464-1566), the famous Ve- 
netian centenarian published his 
“secrets,”’ the first of which was 
written at 83 and the last at 95. 
Cornaro was born with a deli- 
cate constitution and led an ir- 
regular, dissipated life until 40. 
At that time he suffered from 
gout, fever, unquenchable thirst 
and frequent abdominal pain.

to temperate, orderly living. 
Cornaro was so miserable he de- 
cided to try it and was cured 
in less than a year. 


He continued his temperance re- 
gimen, and the longer he lived, 
the more credit the old timer gave 
to the method by which his in- 
firm condition was corrected and 
his weak constitution stengthened. 


He started by discovering for 
himself the quality and quantity 
of foods suited to his individual 
constitution. This seems to have 
been the elimination diet similar 
to the one we now use in detect- 
ing food allergies. We can sur- 
mise that some of his symptoms 
were due to spastic bowel or al- 
lergy. 

His menus were confined fo 
bread, yolk of egg, meat, soup, 
and 12 ounces of wine. Veal, mut- 
ton, fish, and fowl of all kinds 
were his meats of choice. 

He soon acquired “the habit 
of never fully satisfying my appe- 
tite, either with eating or drink- 
ing—always leaving the table well 
able to take more.” 

In addition, he avoided great 
extremes in temperature, fatigue, 
and excesses of all kinds. Nothing 
was allowed to interfere with his 
accustomed sleep and rest. Over- 
exposure to sun and wind was 
taboo, as well as poor ventilation. 

The Venetian thrived under this 
way of life, and in time incor- 
porated a program of good men- 


adverse effect upon the body were 
banished. 

His desire for health helped 
combat the temptation to obtain 
pleasure from anything he knew 
to be harmful. 

The philosophy of a temperate 
and orderly life has much merit. 
It is not the entire secret of 
longevity but, by living as he did, 
Cornaro minimized wear and tear 
on his system, maintained a won- 
derful disposition, avoided respir- 
atory infections, and balanced 
his work, play and sleep. 

He found the twilight period far 
more enjoyable than his youthful 
years.

The bidding: 


North East South

Opening lead: King of clubs. 

As long as bridge is played, 
luck will play a considerable 
role in the game, and the would- 
be successful player must not 
underestimate the importance of 
this factor. There is a great deal 
to be said for the calculated risk. 
But when luck operates on behalf 
of a competitor, he must be 
quick to take advantage of the 
break, as South did in today’s 
hand. 

South’s jump to four hearts, 
though somewhat on the aggres- 
sive side, has our indorsement. 
The holding presents only the 
most remote play for game, but 
it may be shown that North's 
hand is a most unfortunate 
dummy. If it consisted of the 
king of spades and the queen- 
jack of clubs, game would be a 
virtual lay-down. 

West led the king or clubs, and 
the outlook was dismal indeed. 
The inevitable losers were two 
clubs an da diamond, and even 
though the spade finesse might 
succeed, there still appeared to 
be a loser in that suit. The only 
hope lay in the diamond suit, and 
remote as it was, it had to be 
tried. So South settled down to 
make a wish. He wished for a 43 
break in diamonds. He wished 
further that East would have 
both the ace and king, and 
finally, to cap the climax, he 
wished for West to hold the ten 
of diamonds. 

That his wishes all came true 
is a tribute to the spirit of the 
fairy tale and testifies to the 
reward of virtue. But there is a 
practical touch to the anecdote. 
If he hadn’t wished well he 
couldn’t have succeeded. 

Declarer won the opening lead 
with the ace and proniptly led 
the nine of diamonds, playing 
low from the dummy. Fortunate- 
ly this drove out a high honor. 

East returned a trump, which 
was won in dummy with the 
nine. Declarer then led the 
queen of diamonds, and when 
East played low, he was forced 
to permit it to ride, discarding 
the nine of spades from the 
closed hand. When the spade 
finesse succeeded, he was home.
